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FOOTBALL 


HE football team of Beckley College was under the sole supervision of George 

Snell, former Penn State star. With only four lettermen left from last year’s 

squad, Coach Snell had to begin the season within two weeks after the open- 
ing of the school term. 

With an abundance of new material, and veterans like “Joe*= Rolle View Anse. 
‘‘Whitey’’ Dunsevich, “‘Girst”’ Dunkle, and ‘‘Snaps’’ Kearns, flashy half-back, 
Coach Snell had a bright outlook for a successful season. 

There were twenty-eight men working strenuously for two weeks to gain a berth 
on the Varsity team, and Coach Snell had no easy task selecting a starting lineup 
for the Millersville game, to be played away from home. 

On September 28, Beckley College was the opponent of the highly touted team 
of Millersville State Teachers’ College. The game opened with the usual “‘bang”’ 
of the gun, and the first quarter visioned fighting on the part of both teams, with 
the determination in their hearts of putting the ball over the goal-line. Clashing 
of head-gear and shoulder-pads was the noise of the battle. In spite of the hopes 
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that the State Normal men had of pushing the ball across the line, Randis, right 
tackle, mowed the men down, which sent them into retreat. At the end of the 
third quarter we had the 2 downs and 5 to go, but the defense was shoulder to 
shoulder, making it impossible for us to score. The last quarter was a film of tech- 
nical football on the part of both teams. The teams pounded and fought vigorously 
near the 30-yard line as the game ended in a tie, 0-0. 

Inspired by the great showing the team made against the veteran team of Millers- 
ville, Beckley College lined up on the island field against Drexel Frosh. This marked 
the opening game at home, and the whole student body was back of our team, 
looking forward to a game which Beckley College could not lose. 

The whistle blew and Drexel received the ball on our 30-yard line, but was later forced 
to kick as the vicious playing of Maciantonio, Angell, and Dunkle on the defense 
smothered their inferior opponents. Beckley received the kick and the fleet-footed 
‘‘Mashy,’’ from Mt. Carmel, carried it back 25 yards before he was downed. The teams 
lined up, and Beckley continued its drive for another first down up to the 5-yard line, 
only to suffer a ‘‘bad break,’’ with fumbling the ball and Drexel recovering. 

The battle see-sawed up and down the field and the teams were near the center 
of the field as the half ended with Beckley in possession of the ball. The second 
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half marked a drive that Beckley students will long remember. With Sanders, 
Kearns, and Maciantonio carrying the ball, and wonderful cooperation of the line, 
Kearns carried the ‘‘oval’’ over for the first score of the game. Kearns also made 
the kick good and the score stood 7-0, Beckley. 

In the fourth quarter the battle waged evenly up until the last two minutes of 
play, when Beckley had the ball within scoring, but the plucky Drexel Frosh held 
them back, and the game ended with a glorious victory for our Alma Mater. 

Fresh from their victory over Drexel, Beckley marched onward to meet the 
Teachers at West Liberty, W. Va. They had a highly touted team to back, but the 
minds of the fighting Beckley warriors were filled with thoughts of victory. 

Coach Snell had practically the same team against the Teachers, and the game 
seemed somewhat even, until the hard drives of line-plunging, and off-tackle plays 
could not be stopped. The game was marked with deadly tackling by Dunkle, 
Angell, Randis, and Zegarski, which kept the score at the first half 7-0 in favor of 
the Teachers. 

The second half saw a fighting team on the field from Beckley as our ball-toters, 
Sanders, Kearns, Graham, and ‘‘Mashy,’’ put the ball in scoring play, and the 
aggressive Maciantanio carried it over for a touchdown. The last quarter the West 
Liberty Teachers smothered the Beckley crew, but the players were fighting in a 
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dying spirit, with the breaks against them, and the game ended with the score 
19-7 in favor of the West Virginians. 

On October 19 arrived the day to pair up with our greatest rival, Villa Nova. 
The spirit shown on the part of students, in the usual way of getting Villa Nova’s 
goat by the fraternities parading up and down the field with the ' ‘Goat,’’ was marked 
with enthusiasm and was a great battle for the fans. Cheering resounded that day 
as it never did before. Villa Nova also had a number of followers with them and 
cheers were exchanged. As the whistle blew, Villa Nova received and started a 
drive that soon gave them a touchdown, when Megan, husky fullback for the Wild- 
cats, rushed the ball. The Mainliners outweighed our boys, but our hard tackling 
could be heard in the grandstand, as the husky shoulders of O’Brien, Dunkle, Klema- 
vich, Lunchem, and ‘“Tiny’’ Wentz met those of their opponents, indicating that the 
spirit the students were showing was encouraging them, and at times they kept 
Villa Nova’s drive checked. Then Beckley received a break in the third quarter 
which helped them in going down the field, but they were stopped by the airtight 
defense of Villa Nova on the 15-yard line. Villa Nova received the ball, again 
marching down the field for another touchdown, the score being 14-0. The students 
pleaded for a touchdown, but the team was held back by the stone-wall defense of 
their opponents. The last quarter saw McFadden and Peterson of Villa Nova march 
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down the field to score another touchdown. Angry, the Beckley eleven started a 
drive, only to be too late as the whistle blew, and it spelled defeat again, 21-0, 
the bigg gest set-back of the year. 

The following week, on October 26, came the game with the Temple University 
Freshmen, who were undefeated thus far. They boasted of a very brainy backfield 
in Walker, Cruby, Whitcock, and Destori, that the Beckley linesmen had to stop 
before the game was lost. The first quarter the teams seemed to share honors evenly 
but the second quarter Beckley missed the opportunity two times of scoring by 
fumbling the ball, to have it recovered by Temple. The University Frosh started a 
barrage ‘of off-tackle plays and end runs which kept the Beckley line busy and which 
caused Smith, our husky guard, to receive a head injury which took him from the 
game. “Whitey” Dunsevich, the sorrel-topped guard of last year’s eleven, was 
injected into the fray after being out several weeks with a broken hand, but his 
playing still seemed as hard as ever. In the third quarter the Temple crew carried the 
ball over for a touchdown which was all the scoring done during the game. Our boys 
battled in vain, being aided by Masciantonio ears wild but having no breaks, 
and the game came to a Close with victory being only a few vsti away. The game 
was a moral victory for Beckley, as our team outfought and outplayed Temple, and all 
the players were still plugging as the season was soon to close. The score, 6-0 Temple. 

With a 6-0 defeat by Temple, Beckley marched on the field with a determination 
in their hearts to achieve victory—to break the walls of the Bucknell eleven. The 
first half was a shoulder to shoulder battle, rest ulting in Bucknell working their 
men through with a 6-0 score. The second half was interesting for both teams. The 
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Bucknell team had a backfield that outweighed the Beckley ball-carriers, and they 
seemed to take advantage of our secondary defense as they began an aerial attack 
that netted them good yardage. Maximaviez to Young gained three successful 
passes, for another touchdown, 12-0 at that stage of the game, and Beckley with a 
new spirit, coupled with a break now and then, began a march down the field through 
the plunging of Graham and the running of ends by Masciantonio, who seemed to 
carry honors all season in the backfield for Beckley, put the ball on the 3-yard line 
where Kearns carried it over for a six-point marker. The score stood 12-6 in the 
Bisons’ favor, but the Beckley eleven continued on a drive that looked like another 
touchdown and victory, but a bad break came as they were again on their 8-yard 
line, and the game ended only to spell defeat through a matter of time. The score 
tallied 12-6, Bucknell. 

We closed the season with a 6-0 defeat, not because of a poor showing of foot- 
ball on our part, but because several of the regulars were not on the gridiron. In this 
game with Ursinus we want to give Angell, Dunkle, Randis, and Kearns credit for 
the most vicious game they have displayed on the football field. In the first half, 
Dunkle and Kearns plowed a furrow right through the wall of victors, but were un- 
able to put it across. On the defense in the second half, Randis and Angell devoured 
man after man. ‘“‘Hit em hard’’ seemed their thought from the expression on their 
faces. In spite of the brawny men, Ursinus kept pushing the pill across for victory, 
ending the season with the consolation that they have showed the fans a good game. 

Although losing five games, tying one, and winning one game, the team cannot 
be overlooked as the players fought hard all season and gave their best at all times 
to raise the standard of their Alma Mater. We hope that the same team is with us 
again next year, and we will look forward to a great year on the gridiron.

HE Aviation Course in Beckley College was developed by President Beckley, 
tes Smith, and Walter Hoffman, a former graduate of Beckley College, after 
many conferences with the heads of the various aeronautic branches of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington. 

Many outlines were considered, both of Army and Navy Courses, but even these 
had to be rearranged to conform with the educational system, due to the fact that 
aviation hours and requirements of subjects are important factors for the various 
state requirements. All this was carefully considered for this development which has 
attracted the attention of many universities of our land. 

Beckley College operates its own flying-field 214 miles outside of Harrisburg and 
uses for this purpose 122 acres, which provide excellent turf runways. Four different 
types of planes are used for student instruction.
